RAILROAD POOLS. 


People hear of railroad pools every 


day, but not all of them fully undei- 
stand the nature of such arrangements. 
The Iron Age gives the following liU- 
torv of them and their management: 


Much is said of lute about railway 


pools. To poul the business of com- 
peting roadj is to secure for each an 
equitab'o proportion, thus doing away 
with the motive of cutting raus. It 
is a modern invention, approved by 
some as cordially as it is denounced by 
otheiK, as generally undemtood, pool- 
ing is hi the inteiest of those who 
profit from /competition. 
In oilier 


words, it inliicts upon the public tlie 
evils of a monopoly, qualified by the 
advantage of uniform rates among the 
\ariuustthippeis. The plan, in brief, 
is for tho several roads concerned to 
furnish the pool commissioner, or chief 
dfllcer in charge of the pool, with man- 
ifests of the height carried by them 
respectively from day to day, affording 
data from which to determine wiiOtli- 
er any pait:cul.ir ruaJ is receiving bus- 
iness'in excess of its proportion of any 
special cl.iss of goods, if so, tlie ex- 
cuss is corrected by turning over the 
Hiirp'm to other roads in the combina- 
tion by olllcial authority. The amount 
to be thus turned over is decided by 
taking tbe aggregate of the business 
captured in a given time by each of the 
parties to the pool, prior to the organi- 
•/.iit'ou. Eiich is entitled to an amount 
proportioned to the business done when 
working independently. AH to details 
of the arrangements, it can only be 
said that no two pools are worked on 
the same plan, the system varying HC- 
ooidmjz to tlie caprices of the mana- 
gers. To meet expenses, each party 
must pay pro rata, corresponding to 
its share of tho business. The New 
York pool, under Commissioner Fink, 
heads the list in a score or more east 
and west, this officer acting as chair- 
man in all important deliberations. 
He is a man of large cxperienc i in 
railroading, a German by birth, and 
up to the time the pool was establish- 
ed, some two y»ars ago, was vice presi- 
dent of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad. 
He holds the appointment 


for live vears, at a salary of $10,000 a 
year. 
Under him are a secretary and 


ilfty-two accountants, who occupy a 
suite of offices on tbe hiehtnt floor of 
the building of tlie New York Life In- 
surance company, 
wholly removed 


from observation. The obscure sign 
on one of the doors, the narrow wood- 
en stairway, and all tho appurtenances 
ot th« place indicate A desire to be let 
alone, while the chief and his c'eika 
quietly but assiduously manage a busi- 
ness of enormous proportions.

The election of a Prince of Bulgaria 


completes the organization of the new 
State which Russian valor wrested from 
tho Turks. It may bo taken for grant- 
ed that the welfare of the world is pro- 
moted by tho development of nationali- 
ties. In this instance a now State has 
beeu built upon stable foundations. 
The Bulgarian Deputies have already 
evinced sturdy independence and politi- 
cal knowledge. It was expected that 
they would follow blindly the plan sent 
to them from St. Petersburg, but they 
bavo mtulo BO many alterations in it 
that thoir work is now in accord with 
Western ideas. The Assembly which 
framed the Constitution represented 
provisional administration, and many 
of tho Delegates were appointed by tho 
Russian CommisHuners. The Chamber 
which has 
elected the Prince was 


chosen directly by the people on tho 
basis of universal suffrage. In local ad- 
ministration and political capacity the 
Bulgarians have nothing to learn from 
Russian commissions. They have gen- 
uine capacity for self government and 
will be relieved when the army of occu 
pation marches out. 


Like Prince Charles when he wa* 


called to tho throne of Roumania Prince 
Alexander Battenberg is a lieutenant of 
the RruHsian cavalry. During the war 
he joined the staff of tho Grand Duke 
Nicholas, and alter remaining ai the 
front until the Treaty of San Stefano 
was signed, he returned to Potsdam 
with bin bro'idt covered with Russian 
decorations. lie is, moreover, a nephew 
of the Empress, and i» unmistakably 
Russian candidate for the throne. His 
father U a diplomatist who has influence 
in the European capitals, and his elec 
lion will undoubtedly be confirmed 
Russian influence may beoveratstering 
in Tirnova and Sophia this year and the 
next, but the new State can not be con 
verted into an outlying province of the 
Northern Empire. It will be gratefu 
for its liberties, but jealous withal of it 
independence. The sovereign may have 
been a favorite at the Grand Duke' 
headquarter*, bnt ultimately, like Pi ince 
Charles, he will resent interference from 
the North. 


Meanwhile, there will be chagrin and 


uneasiness in London. Although th 
election of a Russian candidate ha* 
been accepted as a foregone conclusion 
the fact can not be diaguUed that it i* a 
diplomatic triumph. 
Moreover, the 


Eastern Roumoliaa question i* still be- 
set with difficulty and danger. A com 
promise ha* bean effected whereby the 
power* of the International Commit 
•Ion hare been prolonged, while a Bui 
garian Christian ha* been appointed 
provisional Governor. If the popula- 
tions were left to tbemselve* they won!" 
be drawn together ao a* to form 
tingle State in the Balkan pentarala 
England ha* resisted thi* movemen

To RENOVATE BLACK GRKNADINK.— 


Take strong, cold coffee, strain tc, and 
wring the grenadine out of it quits light, 
after which shake out and fold up.

AGRICULTURAL NOTES. 


OK the $31,000 paid in premiums last 


year by the agricultual societies in the 
State of Massachusetts, nearly $8,000 
was paid for trotting horses. This was 
more than was paid for premiums on 
fruits, roots, grains, orchards, farms, 
and dairy products. 


A GEORGIA correspondent in 
the 


Southern Planter says that, the loaves of 
mullein scattered among the corn in the 
crib will effectually preserve it from the 
ravagfs of rats. Ho also asserts that 
corn soaked in a solution of sulphate ot 
iron (copperas) previous to planting 
will not be troubled with moles, but will 
spring up quickly and thrive all tho bet- 
ter for this treatment. 


AT the State Farm at Monson, Mass., 


the cows are milked precisely at 5 a. in. 
and 5 p. m., and each cow's uiiik is 
weighed and the weight recorded. The 
record shows that 55 cows gave, in one 
week in June, 21 tons of milk, and in 
one week in December 2J tons of milk. 
The whole amount of milk produced 
during last year was a little over 120 
tons. Seven cows have given an aver- 
age of about twenty quarts of milk each 
per day. 


MK. ALEX. C. LANIER, the Madison 


(Ind.) horticulturist, states that many 
varieties of grapevines that hereto- 
fore have been regarded as entirely 
hardy, have had every bud Billed. Mr. 
Lanier has been compelled to cut to the 
ground many vines that have been train- 
ed with groat caro for a number of years. 
He advises persons having vines with 
the buds injured to cut them down to 
the ground, or to the first healthy look- 
ing shoot starting out from tbo stock, at 
once. 


SIIOAK PROM SOIUIGUM.—The Com-

A NEW CALCULATING MACHINE.—-

A large number of young-people, men 


and women, wont to the Church of our 
Savior, in West Fifty-seventh Street, 
last evening, to hear the Rev. James M. 
Pullman's lecture to young women on 
"The Estate of Matrimony." At the 
outset Mr. Pullman said ho did not in- 
tend to lay down any thing more than 
general priuciples. He was not quali- 
fied to lav down specific rules and if ho 
should attempt to do it his hearers 
would doubtless ridicule all the rules he 
might lay down, no matter how good 
some of them might bo. A great change, 
ho said, had taken place in the sur- 
roundings of civilized society during the 
past fifty years, caused principally by 
the invention of curious and ingenious 
machinery which now does the work 
formerly done by the deft fingers of our 
mothers and grandmothers. The moral 
atmosphere of society had at the same 
time changed, not for the better, but for 
the worse. On the part of a great ma- 
jority of tho young men of the present 
generation, there was an increasing dis- 
inclination to enter the bonds of matri- 
mony. Most of them hoped to marry 
some day, but it would not be until they 
were able to live according to a certain 
"stylo." This fact was deplorable. If 
all such cases could be examined it 
would be shown that in, nine-tenths of 
all of them the reasons given for 
continuing in the state of single un- 
blessednoss would be found to bo purely 
factitious. On the other hand, if young 
women of the present generation were 
taught that the chief object of their 
lives was to loarn how to "catch a 
man," their whole training and educa- 
tion looked no further .than the hymen- 
ial altar, and they wore ever impressed 
with the false and mischievous notion 
that a woman without a husband is of 
no account whatever in tho world. 
Deeply impressed with this idea, many 
girls after leaving nchool and going 
into society jrave themselves away to 
the first man that came along, for fear 
that if th«y let him go they wou'.d not 
get another chance.

Railroad NchuuTiTln Kusula. 


In Russia the machinery of factories 


and the engines of railroads and steam- 
ers are chiefly in charge of foreigners, 
on account of the lace of experienced 
native mechanics. It is now realized 
that this state of things Is neither eco- 
nomical nor patriotic; and besides there 
have been accident* because the foreleu 
mechanics and engineers did not under- 
stand the Russian language. In order 
to bring about a charge the Govern- 
ment, In 1871, ordered the railroad com- 
panies to pay 16 roubles per verst—two- 
thirds of a mile—for the establishment 
and support of railroad schools. About 
320,000 roubles a year are collected un- 
der this order, and now there arc about 
20 such schools. Twenty more are to 
be established this year. These school* 
are situated on the railroad Unas, and 
each of them is provided with * machine 
shop, where every pupil U obliged to 
work not lew than three hours dallyr 
The fall course require* four yean. 
Each student chooses his own speciality 
as mechanic, engineer or telegraphist. 
Beside there are conductor' vchools. A« 
the railroad schools have proved suc- 
cessful, other branches of industry ar* 
to follow the examp'e. Many steaoship 
companies and factories propose to •*- 
tabltib schools to secure experienced 
hand) for their service.

prisoned because he taught theories in 
regard to astronomy that were oppo- 
site to those of his cotemporuries, and 
Columbus neeived only scoffs and 
jeers because h« declared the world to 
be a sphere, but Socrates, Galileo and 
Columhtia did not swerve from their 
teachings, and time has proved their 
accuracy and practical applicition. 


So should tlm teacher ot the present 


time, from the college professor down 
to the teacher of the smallest common 
school, enter upon hi.s duties feeling 
the responsibility that hit takes upon 
himself, itud teach nothing but the 
truth, and when ha advances a theory 
be prepared to sustain hiniM'lf w i t h all 
I'll- llrmneas of a Socrates, Galileo or 
Columbus. 


The lirst thing to b« secured upon 


opening a sohool is order, for " Order 
is heaven's lirst law," and in so doing
